NEW YORK People for the Ethical Treatment 
of Animals, no stranger to attention-grabbing 
campaigns featuring nude women, plans to 
launch a pornography website in the name of 
animal rights. 

The nonprofit organization, whose contro- 
versial campaigns draw criticism from wom- 
en’s groups, said it hopes to raise awareness of 
veganism through a mix of pornography and 
graphic footage of animal suffering. 

“We’re hoping to reach a whole new audi- 


ence of people, some ofwhomwillbe shocked 
by graphic images that maybe they didn’t an- 
ticipate seeing when they went to the PETA 
triple-X site,” said Lindsay Rajt, PETA’s asso- 
ciate director of campaigns. 

PETA has been accused of campaigning for 
animal rights at the cost of exploiting wom- 
en. A Eacebook group. Real Women Against 
PETA, was launched after the organization 
paid for a billboard showing an obese woman 
with the message: “Save the Whales. Lose the 
Blubber. Go Vegetarian.” 


Another critical Eacebook group is called 
“Vegans (and Vegetarians) Against PETA.” 

“PETA is extremely disingenuous,” said 
Jennifer Pozner, executive director of the 
New York-based advocacy group Women In 
Media & News. “They have consistently used 
active sexism as their marketing strategy to 
garner attention. Their use of sexism has got- 
ten more extreme and more degrading. 

“This may be in their minds the only thing 
left at their disposal to lower the bar,” she said. 

PETA has filed paperwork to launch its 


pornography site when the controversial new 
.XXX domain becomes active in December. 
While many organizations are scrambling to 
protect their website names from being hi- 
jacked by a pornographer slapping on a .xxx 
domain, PETA is embracing the new domain 
as just another way to conduct business. 

“We try to use every outlet that we can 
to speak up for animals,” Rajt said. “We an- 
ticipated that this new triple-X domain name 
would be a hot topic and we immediately de- 
cided to use it.”

On Foursquare, friends can share their where- 
abouts with each other by “checking in” at lo- 
cal hot spots using their cellphones, with the 
most frequent visitors to a particular place 
earning the title of “mayor.” 

Now, Chicago’s mayor, Rahm Emanuel, 
is getting in on the action. He has signed up 
for the social media service under the handle 
“Chicagos^'Iayor” and will be checking in at 
locations around the city as he makes public 
appearances or visits neighborhoods. 

Emanuel also announced Friday a part- 
nership with New 'Vbrk-based Foursquare to 
showcase Chicago’s neighborhoods and en- 
courage residents to explore places outside 
of tourism spots, 'llie initiative hinges on 
“badges,” an important part of Foursquare 
membership who confers titles such as “Gym 
Rat” or “Jetsetter,” for example, on users that 
check into a gym or an airport a certain number 
of times.

GOP lashes out 
at Obama tax plan 


Top congressional Republicans on Sunday 
accused President Obama of trying to incite 
class warfare with his proposal for a new tax 
on millionaires and said they would not sup- 
port the measure because it would hurt eco- 
nomic growth. 

“Class warfare ... may make for really good 
politics, but it makes for rotten economics,” 
House Budget Committee Chairman Paul 
D. Ryan (R-Wis.) said on “Fox News Sunday” 
“We don’t need a system that seeks to prey 
on people’s fear, envy and anxiety We need a 
system that creates jobs and innovation and 
removes these barriers for entrepreneurs to 
go out and rehire people.” 

The strong opposition by Republicans 
means the millionaire tax proposal is unlikely 
to pass Congress. But it promises to become a 
highly charged centerpiece in the battle over 
deficit reduction and job creation that will be 


a focus of the 2012 elections. 

Sen. Dick Durbin, an Illinois Democrat, 
showed the tack his party might take when 
he slammed Republicans for not supporting 
Obama’s $447 billion jobs bill. 

“I think his team put together a positive 
good plan,” Durbin said Sunday “What’s the 
Republican alternative? Do nothing and pro- 
tect the millionaires.” 

As part of his deficit reduction plan, Obama 
on Monday will propose a new minimum tax 
rate for millionaires to ensure they pay an ef- 
fective federal tax rate at least as high as that 
paid by middle-class earners, administration 
officials said. 

The president will call the new tax the 
“Buffett rule” after billionaire investor War- 
ren Buffett, an Obama supporter who has 
publicly complained that tax breaks allow him 
to pay a lower rate than his secretary 


Another delay for U.S. hikers 

The lawyer trying to get two American hikers 
freed from prison in Iran was not able to get a 
signature on bail paperwork because a judge 
is on vacation until Tuesday, he told CNN on 
Sunday. Bail has been paid for Josh Fattal and 
Shane Bauer, but their lawyer needs the signa- 
tures of two judges to prove it. 

Teen emerges from woods 

German police are investigating after a 17-year- 
old boy turned up at Berlin City Hall earlier 
this month, claiming he has been living in the 
woods for four to five years, authorities said 
Sunday. The teen told authorities he had been 
living in the woods with his father, but decided 
to come out after his father died. 


Churchgoers hold gunman 

Parishioners at a Lakeland, Fla., church tackled 
a gunman who allegedly shot the pastor and 
associate pastor Sunday, holding the suspect 
until police arrived, authorities said. The gun- 
man also is suspected of shooting another per- 
son before going to the church. The pastor and 
associate pastor both were hospitalized. 

Quake kills at least 11

ARE THE BEARS’ EARS STILL 
RINGING? NEW ORLEANS’ 
DEFENSE MAKES CUTLER 
AND CO. MISERABLE

It might take Jay Cutler 
a little longer to bounce 
back from this one. 

Even though the Bears 
quarterback was sacked five times in last week’s season- 
opening win over Atlanta, concerns over pass protec- 
tion were offset by the team’s overall dominance. 

Not this time. A ferocious New Orleans defense 
sacked Cutler six times in a 30-13 loss Sunday at the 
Superdome. 

With starting guard Lance Louis out with an ankle 
injury and starting right tackle Gabc Carimi injured 
early in Sunday’s game, the Bears could not protect 
Cutler, who showed his frustration on the sideline. 
He also slammed the ball to the turf in the fourth 
quarter after the line was repeatedly penalized for 
false starts, 

“They played better than us, simple as that ” Bears 
coach Lovie Smith said. 'There were a couple of critical 
moments where we just didn’t get the job done, but this 
is just one game.” 

Cutler’s voice was raspy afterward and he said it was difficult 
to call signals amid the din of the Superdome crowd. 

“They really got after us blit2wise,” he said. “It’s not fun, 
makes my job more difficult. We need to stay out of those posi- 
tions.” 

New Orleans blew the game open early in the fourth quarter, 
increasing its lead to 30-13 on a 12-yard Drew Brees touchdown 
pass to Darren Sproles. 

“He’s a good quarterback,” Bears linebacker Brian Urlacher 
said of Brees’ performance. “I’m sure there were some break- 
downs on our end. ... He’s a good quarterback, they have a good 
scheme and he knows where to throw the football.” 
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The Bears lost Carimi to a knee injury. Earl Bennett left the 
game with a chest injury, and safety Major Wright was shaken up 
and left the game after making a third-quarter tackle. 

On their second possession Sunday, the Bears got a 42-yard 
run from Matt Forte, as well as an 18-yard pass from Cutler to 
Forte. Cutler also hooked up with Bennett, who took a helmet 
to the midsection from safety Roman I larper. Bennett was in- 
jured on the play and left the field but later returned. 

'Fhe drive ended when Cutler passed 7 yards to a wide-open 
Dane Sanzenbacher. 

And for all intents and purposes, the Bears highlights ended 
there.

Kane’s high five 


With wrist almost healed, 
Hawks forward sets 
sights on elite status 

Patrick Kane heard a familiar refrain during 
the offseason. 

Friends, family and his own voice in the 
back of his head told the Blackhawks winger 
it’s time to raise his game another notch. 

“It’s kind of crazy to think I’m still 22 and 
going into my fifth season,” Kane said. “Time 
has been flying by. I think it’s about that time 
I really take the next step to the elite level. It 
seems like everyone’s kind of been saying that 
to me this summer.
